The Mono Ambulance, a miniature ambulance which is be- 
ing adopted for use by the Red Cross, various civilian defense 
organizations and even the Army and Navy, is featured prom- 
inently in the film. The machine is handled by many dealers 
in all key centers and will make an interesting and unusual 
lobby display. Still No. 17, showing Marie Wilson as driver and 
Warren Hymer as passenger, should be planted with a layout of 
photos from the film in the dealer windows.

Like the Mono Ambu- 
lance, these are being used by civilian defense organizations 
everywhere and you should be able to borrow one for street 
or lobby display. 


STARS AS HONORARY MEMBERS 


For a local news break have your community's Women’s 
Ambulance and Defense Corps elect Marie Wilson, Lucile Glea- 
son and Veda Ann Borg honorary members of their group. Have 
the ladies sign a giant postcard addressed to the stars care of 
Monogram Studios, Hollywood, complimenting them on their 
performances as WADCA members in “She’s In The Army.” 
Local papers will grab photos of the soldierettes grouped about 
the card as some prominent member signs it, and you can also 
use it in the lobby.

For a crowd-getting street stunt, arrange for the WADCA to 
stage a demonstration in front of your theatre.

Jujitsu, handling of incendiary bombs, etc. 

Where arrangements are made for the group to attend a 
showing of “She's In The Army” en masse, see if you can’t set 
up a gala parade from WADCA headquarters to your theatre.

Latest developments in the field of mechanical apparatus 
for civilian use in time of war are shown on the screen for 
the first time in “She’s In the Army,” the Monogram pic- 


ture which comes to the ___

roles. This interesting film was 
made with the ccoperation and the 
active participation of several hun- 
dred members of the Women’s Am- 
bulance and Defense Corps of Amer- 
ica. 

One of the new machines is the 
“Wire-fiter,’ approved by Army, 
Navy and Office of Civilian Defense 
as emergency fire apparatus, and 
constructed as a trailer for a pri- 
vate car. Power for the pumps ac- 
tuating two streams of water is sup- 
plied by the motor of the car, and 
adjustable muzzles also provide fine 
spray for extinguishing magnesium 
fire bombs. Demolition bombs for 
destroying burning structures are 
also a part of the trailer’s equip- 
ment. Thirty thousand of these 
auxiliary fire engines have already 
been ordered, for use in communi- 
ties all over the country. Also 
shown in the picture is a smaller, 
hand-drawn model of the same ap- 
paratus. 

Another novel machine used in 
the story is a ‘“Mono-ambulance,” a 
“scooter’’-driven adaptation of the 
familiar motorcycle side-car. In this 
an injured person lies at full length, 
protected by a rigid ‘‘covered-wag- 
on” type of canopy equipped with 
isinglass windows. The miniature 
ambulance has also been approved 
by government agencies, and is al- 
ready in quantity production.

background dealing with the added 
participation of women in the war 
effort, shows these new machines 
in actual use, and also furnishes 
demonstrations of the proper meth- 
od of extinguishing fire bombs and 
dealing with other exigencies of 
modern warfare as it affects the 
civilian population.

vast Organization of patriotic women 
who have volunteered for wartime 
service in cities that may be bombed 
or otherwise attacked by the enemy. 
Much of the action is laid in their 
cantonments, which are conducted 
with regular military precision and 
discipline, and several hundred uni- 
formed members take part in the 
film. 

Actresses appearing in the leading 
roles, ostensibly as members of the 
Corps, are Lucile Gleason, Veda Ann 
Borg and Marie Wilson, and all con- 
tribute importantly to the enjoyment 
of the picture. Principal male roles 
are played by Robert Lowery, Lyle 
Talbot and Warren Hymer, who 
handle their assignments in their 
customary capable fashion. 

But it is in the Ambulance and 
Defense Corps itself that the great- 
est interest lies, for the activities of 
this great body of women have been 
entirely unrealized by a large pro- 
portion of the American public. We 
see them using new types of appara- 
tus in fighting fire and incendiary 
bombs, and performing all the mani- 
fold duties which they will assume 
in the fact of catastrophe. Strict 
authenticity in the depiction of their 
work was insured by the cooperation 
of Lieut-Col. John W. Colbert, 
founder of the organization; Vic- 
toria Brown, national commander, 
and Lieut. Martha Warner of the 
Los Angeles unit. 

“She’s in the Army” was produced 
by T. H. Richmond and directed by 
Jean Yarbrough, from a story by 
Sidney Sheldon and George Bricker.

Several hundred members of the 
Women’s Ambulance and Defense 
Corps of America appear in the 
film, which tells its story against 
the background of the activities of 
this organization in cities which 
may be bombed or otherwise at- 
tacked in time of war. In one of 
the early scenes for the picture a 
group of uniformed women, under 
the direction of Martha Warner, 
lieutenant attached to the Los 
Angeles unit, were demonstrating 
the method of extinguishing a fire 
bomb with a fine spray of water 
from the nozzle of an “A-gun,” but 
the first rush of the liquid emerged 
in a heavy stream. This had the ef- 
fect of exploding the bomb, which 
scattered its elements over those in 
the immediate vicinity. These in- 
cluded Miss Borg and Talbot, who 
were garbed in military uniforms for 
the purpose of the picture. 

The burning bomb was extin- 
guished with the use of sand, the al- 
ternate method of overcoming the 
flame of this destructive war mis- 
sile. 

Other featured members of th® 
cast of “She’s In the Army” are Lu- 
cile Gleason, Marie Wilson, Robert 
Lowery and Warren Hymer.

The Corps was founded and or- 
ganized by Lieut.-Col. John W. Col- 
bert, U.S.A., retired., who had put 
into effect his ideas on prepared- 
ness long before the United States 
entered the present war. Actually, 
on the morning of December 7, 1941, 
when word was received of the Jap- 
anese attack on Pearl Harbor, thou- 
sands of uniformed members of the 
Corps in the Los Angeles area were 
on practice maneuvers, carrying out 
the duties assigned to them in case 
of an enemy air raid over an Amer- 
ican city. 

Organized in Los Angeles nearly 
18 months ago, the Women’s Ambu- 
lance and Defense Corps of America 
has 54 chapters, most of them in 
California, but several in Virginia, 
Kentucky, Montana and: Indiana. 
Among its 35,000 volunteers are ste- 
nographers, nurses, waitresses, club 
women, motion picture extras and 
women from a score of vocations. 
To be eligible, they must be citizens, 
healthy, and between 18 and 45 
years old. 

“She’s in the Army” was directed 
by Jean Yarbrough, and the cast 
also includes Robert Lowery, Lyle 
Talbot and Warren Hymer. T. H. 
Richmond was the producer, and 
the original screenplay was written 
by Sidney Sheldon and George 
Bricker.
